His 
efforts, he said, were devoted to fur­ 
thering the creation of homes and 
the rearing of children. 
France’s plight in a world of war is 
likened to that of the little hoy who 
grows slowly while all his compan­ 
ions develop like weeds. In the ICth 
century France had half the popula­ 
tion of Europe; at the end of the J8th 
she had only one fourth, and today 
she has little more than one-tenth.

In Canada dur­ 
ing the World War, the farmers were 
advanced at the time of delivery 65 
percent by the government, and the 
balance at the end of the crop mar­ 
keting year. In this way the wheat 
farmers themselves can largely fi­ 
nance the operation as the banks will 
loan, as now, 65 percent of the value. 
“You will observe it is. the purpose 
to sell the exportable surplus abroad 
at the best prices obtainable, using 
orderly methods of marketing. Then 
sell the balance for 
United States 
consumption for the world level

prices plus 30 cents, the amount of 
the tariff. This woiild yield for the

wheat farmers $180,000,000 o\ler and

“The saving of $180,000,000 can be 
effected without making any special 
appeal to farmers for their cooper­ 
ation. That is to say, it is not de­ 
pendent upon their cooperation. It is 
believed, however, that with the pres­ 
tige of a big Government institution 
like the United States Wheat Cor­ 
poration, the leadership can be such as 
to bring about successful acreage re­ 
duction through the cooperation of 
the farmers, to the extent of wipiilg 
out the entire United States wheat 
surplus. As our United States surplus 
is larger than the world surplus, it 
would wipe out the world surplus and 
, leave a decided shortage. Many be- 
'’lieve this would spell $2.00 wheat. If 
any one thinks this plan is tame, they 
have another guess coming. In fact, it 
has such great potentialities, mem­ 
bers of Congress will probably insist 
cn writing into the law provisions to 
make it the duty of the directors to 
plan always to have a 
reasonable 
wwheat surplus in the United State's, 
and that a maximum price be fixed 
at something like $1.60 per bushel. 
iTandled on World Level 
“In working out this plan, wheat 
for export and flour for export would 
both have to be handled upon the ba­ 
sis of the world level of prices, which 
should be made as high ás possible 
under a system of orderly sales, and 
without dumping. 
“Stabilization legislation must be 
obtained through the 
approval of 
both the President and the Congress. 
As between them. President Harding 
is undoubtedly the more friendly to 
agriculture. If we can’t grt the Pres­ 
ident to call Congress together now, 
the chance of getting any kind of 
wheat price stabilization at the reg­ 
ular session will be in dbiibt.’’

Peppino Magro, world’s smallest man, has about as great 
a handicap as any rje living. 
And yet his very handicap 
is his means of livelinood, a sort of blessing in disguise. 
In 
September he will become an American citizen, and in apply­ 
ing for naturalization papers he gave his occupation as "ex­ 
hibiting myself.’’ 
Few of us would care to trade places with him and be only 
27 inches tall. 
Many of us consider a shortage of a few 
inches in our height a misfortune or even an outright 
handicap. 
Peppino, hcwcM i-, takes life jovially. His latest observa­ 
tion—comparing himself with the world about him— is that 
he wilt fight Dempsey if Jack will train down to his weight. 
Let’s keep Peppino in mind and not take our troubles too 
seriously. 


It would be, to most of us, a handicap to bo the world’s 
smallest man, Peppino Magro. 
And we would consider it a 
similar handicap to be Antonin, the French giant, 7 feet 4 
inches tall in his bare fee t.. 
In a world of midgets, Peppino would be on equal footing 
with all. So would Antonin, in a world of giants. 
Handicaps, physically, are handicaps only by comparison 
with the average of humanity. 
It is so with intellect, to some extent. 
The extremes — 
genius and sub-normal mentality— simultaneously are of thi.s 
world and yet not of it. 
Possibly life is happier when W'O 
are normal, just average people. 
Brilliancy, like inferiority, 
is born into miseries that the rank and file escape. 
In a world of monkeys, better to be a 
monkey than 
a superman.

Alpine, Tex., Aug. 1.—^The only 
rubber producing plant known to 
eiow iineultivated in North Amer­ 
ica iu found in the Big Bend coun­ 
try of both Texas and Mexico, 
along the border, and the only fac­ 
tory in the United States equipped 
fo make rubber from the raw lUtax 
is in Brew.stcr county, Texas. 
A 
fictory was established at Mara- 
thr.n about. 16 years ago. but for 
I he past sQHeral years has been 
idle. 
The plant from which' rubber 
may be made is the Guayule, and 
grows abundantly in this soetion rf 
the country. Large quantitic have 
been destroyed by prairie fires and 
ncilect, but m r-h continues to 
grow wi^iout attention. 
Appar­ 
ently i twill thrive in rocky barren 
soil where nothing else will sprout. 
The Guayule has no resemblance 
to the rubber trees and plants of 
tropical countries. It grrws in the 
form of a small bush or shrub and 
when mature is about four feet 
high rcsenrbling slightly the Texas 
gi-casewood bush. 
Its leaves are 
ainall, tough looking, and have a 
slight similarity to those of other 
rubber producing plants. 
The milky juice, known as latax, 
from which the rubber is made is 
in a layer under the bark of skin 
of the shrub, extending from the 
root 
of 
the 
topmost 
branch 
The latax is separate and distinct 
from the sap of the Guayule, which 
flows through the plant.
